ACTION IS NEEDED. 


Congress reconvenes on Wednes­ 
day to again take up the important 
business for which it was called to­ 
gether in special session months ago 
and which, at the time of the thirty- 
day recess now expiring, it had failed 
to act upon. 
Matters of tremendous 
importance await consideration and 
action and it is to be presumed that 
the leaders of both 
houses 
will en­ 
deavor to persuade members to put 
aside their political quarrels and do 
something that will amount to some­ 
thing before the 
time 
for final ad­ 
journment. 
The tax bill is the most 
pressing matter that has to be taken 
care of. There are others of course of 
great importance, notably the tariff 
bill, that has to be disposed of by the 
senate and then sent back to the house 
for the adoption or rejection of senate 
amendments. 
Then there is the beer 
bill. 
Railroad relief legislation is also 
demanding attention, as well as the 
Panama tolls bill. 
These and other matters of lesser 
importance all remain to be acted up­ 
on and indications are that there will 
be bitter fights as to which shall re- 
receive first consideration. ^ The pro­ 
hibition forces announce that they are 
going to insist that the matter of 7.75 
per cent beer be settled before any­ 
thing else. 
T hat’s what Mr. Wheeler, 
the 
antisaloon 
league’s 
legislative 
agent says. 
Leaders of other causes 
will make the same demand and it 
looks now 
as if much 
time will be 
wasted in the preliminary fighting for 
right of way. 
And this waste of time 
may, and probably will, result in much 
of the relief legislation so badly need­ 
ed by the people being thrown into the 
discard. 
That is what happened be­ 
fore the recess. 
There appears to be only one way 
by which this locking of the wheels of 
action can be avoided and that would 
be by the president taking a hand. He 
has done this before, as in the case of 
the soldiers bonus bill, which he de­ 
manded should be shelved and he can 
now again step in and tell congress 
what to do and how to do it. W hether 
such action at this time would be as 
potent as it was in the bonus matter is 
a question, but 
anyway 
it could be 
tried. 
It is very certain that if some­ 
thing is not done to force the rival 
leaders 
of senate 
and 
house to do 
something the country will continue to 
suffer from its 
many 
ills for many 
months to come.
